UNO is one of 17 public universities nationwide to 
participate in the Voluntary Assessment Program, an 
effort to improve accountability and transparency in 
public institutions across the nation. 

As part of the program, each university has a 
College Portrait, which allows for easier comparison 
and greater accessibility of information on a wide range 
of universities. UNO is joining the ranks of several 
colleges, including Colorado State University, the 
University of Kansas, several University of California 
campuses and the University of Minnesota. 

“This data is not to be used for rankings, it is to be 
used only to compare,” said Director of Institutional 
Research Linda Mannering. 

Focusing on issues such as cost of attending, 
graduation rates, results from national student surveys 


and characteristics of institutions as well as students, 


the College Portrait is an easy and effective tool for 
students, parents, campus staff and faculty as well as 
lawmakers, said Mannering.

'Deeply Saddened' 


Shooting at Westroads results in eight deaths, five 


additional injured persons; gunman commits suicide

Nearly four miles from 
UNO's Dodge Street campus, 
Nebraska witnessed its single 
deadliest shooting in state 
history on Wednesday. 

Armed with an SKS 
assault rifle, a man opened fire 
shortly before 2 p.m. in the 
Von Maur department store at 
Westroads Mall, killing eight 
people and leaving at least five 
others wounded. | 

The murder victims 
included five females and three 
males, Omaha Police Chief 
Thomas Warren said in a press 
conference Wednesday night. 
Warren refused: to. comment 
on whether any of the victims 
were children. 

In addition to the eight 
killed, two other victims were 
still in critical condition on Wednesday night. 

“[Targeting] appears to be very random and without 
provocation,” Warren said. 

Sarpy County sheriffs identified the shooter as Robert 
A. Hawkins, 20, of Bellevue. Hawkins had attended 
Papillion-La Vista High School, but withdrew in March 
according to the Omaha World-Herald. 

Television station KETV reported that Hawkins’ 
mother brought Sarpy County sheriffs a suicide note 
saying that Hawkins planned to “go out in style” and was 
“going to go out and be famous.” 

Sarpy County sheriffs executed a warrant to search a 
house where Hawkins had been staying. 

Omaha police spokesperson Teresa Negron said

Hawkins died at the scene. Warren said the incident 
appeared to be premeditated and that police believe “there 
was one shooter and one shooter only.” 

Hawkins is believed to have committed suicide before 
police arrived. 

“The person we believe to be the shooter has died of 
a self-inflicted gunshot wound,” Negron said at a press 
conference. 


Voices from Westroads 


Sen Le, a tailor at Von Maur, was on the third floor of 


the building when he heard what sounded like gunshots. 

“I heard a sound, like somebody with a hammer,” 

said Le. “I didn’t know, and then somebody run through 
_ [and said] ‘Oh, they’re shooting, 
they’re shooting.” 

According to the Omaha 
World-Herald, the first 911 call of 
an active shooting came in at 1:42 
p.m. Omaha police responded to 
the scene within six minutes. 

“Within three minutes of 
being told [there was a shooter], 
I saw about 50 cop cars come 
zooming down the _ street, 
helicopters all over,” said Leah 
Margolis, a UNO senior and an 
s intern with the American Cancer 
Society across the street from the 
mall. “People came running out 
of the mall with their hands up. 
They were just coming out in

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USO-style big band concert brings '40s post-war flare to campus

UNO’s Strauss Performing Arts Center was 
transported back to the 1940s by the AVIS8ORS 
Ensemble, a group that performs authentic ‘40s style 
music of the World War II era. The group performed a 
mixture of USO-themed songs and original Christmas 
music in its “A Red, Blue and White Christmas” 
concert on Tuesday. 

The concert was the AVI8ORS first Christmas 
concert to have a different flavor than their usual USO 
style. The concert was performed as a skit progressing 
from before World War II to the post-war period. 

The ensemble was created in 1999 by its director 
and lead male vocalist, Rob Moser, manager of Air 
Operations in UNO’s Aviation Institute. 

The group consists of eight members; four 
vocalists, three instrumentalists and a professional 
sound engineer. The singers in the group include 
Ardeth Elsberry, Pam Kragt and Diane Emanuel. 
Tim Tyler plays piano for the group, Jerry DeVore is 
the bassist and Austin Elsberry plays drums. Doug 
Penington is the group’s sound engineer. 

The AVI8ORS goal is to keep musical memories 
alive and honor the sacrifices of servicemen and 
women during the Second World War, said Moser. 

“Our concerts are a legitimate World War II show 
that just takes people back and makes them remember 
another time. People come up to me and say ‘You 
sound just like we turned on a radio in 1941,’ and 
there is nothing better people could say because that 
is exactly what we are trying to accomplish,” said 
Moser. 

Within its performance, the AVI8ORS endeavor 
to recreate the unique sounds, styles, rhythms and 
harmonies of the musicians who topped the charts in

“To make things more authentic we dress in ... 
uniforms. We also have gone back and hired arrangers 
to arrange all our music to sound exactly like the 
original artists. So we literally look and sound exactly 
as if you were in 1941,” Moser said. “The reason 
that groups aren’t doing. this kind of stuff 
anymore is because it is extremely difficult 
music to sing. It takes very good singers 
and just tons of rehearsal, but once you put 
it all together it sounds very vintage and 
authentic.” 

Bob Reisser, a World War II veteran 
and UNO alumnus, said the music brought 
back memories of the war. 

“I loved the concert. I was a pilot in 
World War II and all that music was popular 
when I was overseas. I love Robert Moser 
and his group, their music is very authentic 
to that time period,” said Keisser. 

John Linke, an audience member from 
Norfolk, said he enjoyed the music because 
it reminded him of his childhood.

Glen Kennedy, a senior physics major, said he was 
shopping before going to work at J.C. Penney when he 
heard a yell and the store owner said there was a shooting. 
After a few minutes, the shop owner let Kennedy and 
others in the store leave. 

“I was getting ready to go to-work, down near J.C. 
Penney — went over there :to work at 2 p.m. I.went down 
there, and my boss was saying he hadn't closed up his 
shop; there was nobody there,” Kennedy said. “[Then] 


he didn't jane :

Kennedy said he waited 
at J.C. Penney until a SWAT 
team came to escort the 
people hiding in the store 
out.

~~ said ngone had made the decision to utilize UNO’s new 
emergency text-messaging system. 

“Nobody has contacted [Campus Security] to use that 
service,” Kosel said Wednesday afternoon. 

Nevertheless, some area secondary schools went on 
lockdown Wednesday, including some Omaha Public 
Schools, Creighton Prep and St. Pius/St. Leo, according to 
the Omaha World-Herald. 

As of press time Wednesday, university officials were 
planning to send out an e-mail to all university users 
reminding everyone about counseling services available 
on campus. Director of UNO’s Counseling Center Marti 
Rosen-Atherton said no one had come in with regards to 
the incident on Wednesday afternoon. 
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UNO students received word of the shooting through 
waves of text messages, cell phone calls, e-mails and other 
communications as well as coverage of shooting, which 
made national headlines. 

However, students were not the only ones receiving 
word about the shooting via cell phones. Stacie Schrieber, 
a customer sales lead at Victoria’s Secret at Westroads, left 
only 12 minutes before shots rang out. 

“It was surreal. | worked this morning,” Schrieber 
said. “I opened the store at 8:30 a.m. and left the store at 
1:30 p.m.” 

Schrieber, a junior marketing, management and public 
relations major, went on to say her mom called her, 
prompting her to call her store manager. 

“They were. wondering why people were shutting 
their gates,” Schrieber said. “No mall security or anyone 
came to tell them. ... One of the girls on our management 
team was upset by that.”

Hui during the Virginia Tech massacre. Cho committed 
suicide after the murders. 

In the metro area, concerns Over gun violence have 
come to a head. Protests have taken place, and public 
pressure for preventing shootings has been increasing as 
incident rates continue to rise.

Harry Potter mania may have subsided over the 
fall months, but the release of Harry Potter and the Order 
of the Phoenix has arrived just in time for the holiday 
season. In stores Tuesday, the fifth installment in the 
film franchise is sure to be on millions of our wish lists 
this season and the Gateway has your sneak peak at the 
two-disc special edition DVD. ° 


Video 

As a film, Phoenix grows on you. Having seen the 
film for a third time with a multi-month break, I still 
find it to be one of the better of the series. Granted, it’s 
a darker, more brooding film but what do you expect 
from a character who no one wants to believe? 

The film is reformatted on the DVD in similarly 
dark, blue-and-black tones, but not quite as crisply as 
one would like to see. For those of you with a high-def 
DVD reader, my suggestion is to shell out the extra cash 
for that version. Warner Bros, certainly makes you wish 
you had the ability to buy it in Blu-Ray or HD-DVD. 

However, this longish film (139 minutes), which 
goes by fairly slowly until about the halfway point, is 
still a fun one to watch. The movie is worth the purchase 


to just to enjoy the last half hour over and over again, 
starting with the Weasley twins’ fireworks display and 
ending with the battle with Voldemort in the Ministry 
of Magic. . 


Sound 

Available in Dolby Surround 5.1, this is definitely 
one for the home theater. It’s hard to fully appreciate 
some of the more dramatic sound effects and score 
otherwise. After all, you certainly aren’t going to be 
buying this DVD for the dialogue. 

This film is definitely far more flash than 
substance. If you own an ‘80s television set with ‘70s 
speakers, this isn’t exactly a smart purchase. Unless 
you have all the DVDs already, or are a hardcore Harry 
Potter fan, there isn’t going to be much in the way of 
audio-visual performance that is going to persuade 
you otherwise. 

However, if you have access to a flat-screen 
set, surround sound and theatre-seating then 
this is well worth the $35 price tag. 


Extras 

Unlike the film, the features are geared more 
to the casual fan. However, the actual content 
withif the special features-filled second disc 
isn’t all that enthralling. 

Featurettes like The Hidden Secrets of Harry 
Potter and Harry Potter: The Magic of Editing are 
neat. However, too many fans already know the 
series’ secrets, making this particular featurette 
relatively uninteresting. Also, because editing 
was one of the weakest points of the film, the 
second featurette isn't very enlightening either. 

The Additional Scenes feature is nice, but 
there are only two “scenes” that are worth 
watching: one where Emma Thompson 
(Professor Trelawney) fidgets with her food 
during Dolores Umbridge’s opening feast 
speech and a longer version of the forest scene 
featuring the sweet but psychotic Umbridge 
(Imelda Stauton) as she completely breaks 
down in front of Harry, Ron and Hermione. 

The other special feature, Trailing Tonks, 
is actually quite enjoyable. Natalina Tena 
(Nymphadora Tonks) is a boisterous and 
comedic personality, which helps, given that ¢ 
some of the more interesting places she shows © 
off are the canteen (café) and her trailer.

Overall 


it almost feels like Warner Bros. knows that everyone will 
buy this DVD, regardless of how well put together it is. 
There was obviously more effort put into the HD-DVD 
and Blu-Ray releases of this film, which makes more 
sense given they will make more money off of the sales. 
However, not every Harry Potter fan has an elaborate 
home theatre set. 

|, for one, would enjoy seeing cast and filmmaker 
commentaries on these films. With so many award- 
winning actors in one movie, it would be great to see 
what they thought of working on the film. Each DVD 
seems to get progressively worse in terms of special 
features and that’s disappointing. 

Still, for all its faults, this DVD is a must-buy for the 
Harry Potter fan in your life this season.

Mudvayne 
By the People, For the People 


The latest Mudvayne disc, By the People, For 
the People, isn’t really a new album. Rather, it’s a 
compilation of eight demo versions of songs from 
the band’s last three releases, three live tracks and 
five previously unreleased songs. 

The demo versions are interesting to hear for 
Mudvayne fans because you can tell the subtle 
changes that were made to create the songs you 
know and love as they are today. The live tracks are 
typical quality for live recordings, complete with 
frontman Chad Gray dropping the f-bomb about 12 
times before even starting a song. 

Each of the 16 songs is introduced by Gray in the 
preceding track where he gives some background 
on the song and some funny quips about “drinking 
and playing music.”
